SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine 18eighteen October2003 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. It explicitly depicts young female models in sexual activity and sexualised 
poses. The models may be 18 years in age or over, but many look like much younger 
teenagers, and the magazine encourages readers to view the models as representing 
teenage girls generally. The magazine persistently puts forward notions of older men 
having sexual relations with female young persons, and teenage girls welcoming 
men's advances. While the models themselves may not be directly exploited, young 
females generally are exploited for sexual purposes, as they are presented in a highly 
sexualised manner for the sexual gratification of the magazine's readers. This 
presentation is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, however, with 
Parliament's intention that publications that promote or support, or tend to promote or 
support, the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, are deemed to be 
objectionable. 
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
